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STATE TECHNICAL SCHOLARSHIPS FOR NATIVES OF INDIA. 


‘ iew to provide for natives of India the higher technical education which — 
he : aie th ot wrens pact in promoting the improvement of existing native meereigeng| and | 
the development of new industries wherever this ma be possible, the Governmont of ndia 
are ready, as an experimental measure, to give & § number of Technical scholarships, if 

romising candidates, well-qualified in some particular branch of industry, present themselves. 
The outlines of the scheme are sketched out below :— 


the scholarships.—The value of the scholarships has been fixed at £1504 
see ie vetitien to ro vapid to the institutions where the scholars will study, and 
travelling expenses; but Government will consider proposals for increasing it in special cases. 
3. Places and periods of tenure-—Hach scholarship is tenable for an average period of . 
two years, which mi be increased or reduced in soeeial cases. * 


"4, The scholarships may be held in Great Britain, on the Oontinent of oatee ype, or in 
Auicia, a ae payable from the date of the scholar’s arrival in the country which he may 
select for study. " 


5. Subjects of study.—Law, Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agrioulture and 
En ineering have ‘Bis excluded from the soope of the present proposal. The achiolardhipe are 
in the first instance proposed to be used for the encouragement of the mining industry in 
Bengal, but any sldser branch of industry can egg helped and fostered. © Industries 
in which native capital and enterprise are engaged, or likely to be engaged, and-in which the 
trained scholar might, on return to his country, find scope for his skill and ability, will be 
particularly appropriate for selection. 


6. Conditions of axard.— The scholarships are tenable by persons who are natives of India 
within the meaning of section 6 of the Statute, 83 Vic., Oap. 3. A competent. knowledge 
of English, or the language of any other country in which the candidate proposes to work 
and study, is essential to enable him to take full advantage of the course of study. 


7. Inthe matter of selection of scholars, Government will be guided by considerations of 
the candidate’s capacity, intelligence, particular interest in and connection with the industry 
selected, and the assurance that he will continue to devote himself to the subject on his return 
to India. These being matters which cannot be decided by the holding of degrees obtained, 
by examination, or by competition, no special examination is considered necessary and none will 
be held. But a scholar before nomination should have received the best technical education 
available in the Province, in the particular industry which he has to study, and no candidate 
will be considered qualified unless he has displayed an aptitude for technical study. 


8. No age limit has been fixed. But it may be fixed by Government in certain cases. 


9, The candidates for a will be called upon to submit certificates attesting (a) 
their moral character, (4) knowledge of the language of the country in which they elect to 
study, and (c) physical capacity, from recognized persons who may be considered fit to 
certify to these facts. 


10, The scholars in England or elsewhere, as the case may be, will be under the control 

and supervision of the Secretary of State. The conditions under which they will hold the 

. scholarships will be similar to those laid down for Government of India scholarships, and 

! power will be retained to cancel a scholarship and to send the scholar back to India, if his 
progress and conduct be not satisfactory. 


@ 11, Returned scholars.—No scholar will be bound on his return to India by any engage- 
ment to serve Government or a private firm, and the choice of his career will be in the first 

* instance determined, on his return from Europe, by his own inclination. “Should any occasion

are ready, as an experimental measure, to give a small number of Technical scholarships, if 


mising candidates, well-qualified in some particular branch of industry, present themselves. 
he outlines of the scheme are sketched out below :— 


2. Value of the scholarships.—The value of the scholarships has been fixed at £1504 
year, in addition to fees poyable to the institutions where the scholars will study, and 
travelling expenses; but Government will consider proposals for increasing it in special cases. 


3. Places and periods of tenure.—Each scholarship is tenable for an average period of 
two years, which may be increased or reduced in special cases, 


4, The scholarships may be held in Great Britain, on the Continent of Europe, or, in 
America, and are payable from the date of the scholar’s arrival in the country which he may 
select for study. ae 


5; Subjects of study.—Law, Medicine, Forestry, Veterinary Science, Agriculture and 
Engineering have been excluded from the scope of the present proposal. The te er ih are 
in the first instance proposed to be used for the encouragement of the mining industry in 
Bengal, but any other branch of industry can similarly be eet and fostered. Industries 
in which native capital and enterprise are engaged, or likely to be engaged, and in which the 
trained scholar might, on return to his country, find scope for his skill and ability, will be 
particularly appropriate for selection. 


6. Conditions of award,— The scholarships are tenable by persons who are natives of India 
within the meaning of section 6 of the Statute, 83 Vic., “ag 3. A competent knowledge 
of English, or the language of any other country in which the candidate proposes to work 
and study, is essential to enable him to take full advantage of the course of study. 


7. Inthe matter of selection of scholars, Government will be guided by considerations of 
the candidate’s capacity, intelligence, particular interest in and connection with the industry 
selected, ‘and the assurance that he will continue to devote himself to the subject on his return 
to India. These being matters which cannot be decided by the holding of degrecs obtained, 
by examination, or by competition, no special examination is considered necessary and aone will 
be held. But a scholar before nomination should have received the best technical education 


available in the Province, in the particular industry which he has-to study-and 
will be considered qualified unless he has displayed an aptitude, for technical stuc, i ae %

The conditions under which they will hold the 
scholarships will be similar to those laid down for Government of India scholarships, and 
power be retained to cancel a scholarship and to send the scholar back to India, if his 
progress and conduct be not satisfactory. ' 


11. Returned scholars.—No scholar will be bound on his return to India by any engage- 
ment to serve Government ora private firm, and the choice of his career will be in the first 
instance determined, on his return from Europe, by his own inclination. Skould any occasion 
arise, Government will be glad to turn his ability and increased knowledge to account, as 
teacher in an Industrial School or in other capacities connected with the improvement of 
local industries, 


12, plications for one or more of such scholarships for the devolopment of the mining 
industry in the-first instance, should be made direct to the Director of Public Instruction. 
Full part should be furnished as to the past educational experience, training and future 
requirements of each applicant for a scholarship. Applicants should also indicate, if pe ssible, 
what they wish to work at in their future careers on return to India. Tho scholarships 
will be awarded by the Government of India on the recommendation of the Local Government.
